Bullt of steel and imbedded
in a deep concrete understructure,
it will withstand - any = kind of
a calamity,

Saving on Cost

It is Interesting to note that
while the water company has re-
peatedly declared it was
to" build —an—elevated tank;
as this one; nothing has cver comé
of it, And if such a
ever carried out to completion by
the - water company, the expense

\"lwould be distributed to the®com-

pany's consumers here who.are ‘al-
ready  bearing a tremendous  cost
for the water they use,
A third purpose of the elevated
tank will be the great saving
to, the water consumers fto be
served by their own system. Be-
cause it regulates the pressure on
the éntire system, the tank wilt
eliminate high pumping costs at
pedk periods of consumption. An
even flow of water will enable the
city to Install pumps large enough
to meet the demand and which will
be evenly used. Heretofore, pumps
were bought by water companies
and cities having publicly-owned
systems In- sizes and capacies. far
beyond the actual needs ‘of the
systemt in order that they could
be run at theil capacity loads, dur-
ing the peak periods of the day.
Grounds Landacaped
This causes a high consumption
of power and the preliminary out-
lay of a great umount of money for
the larger pumps, With the Tor-
rancde system of pumping, storing
and distribution, this high power
consumption  and expensive initial
capital outlay is eliminated.
The entire storage plant will be
attractively landscaped and will: be
# credit to the beauty of the city.
No shacks of buildings will be con-
structed and the, land left in the
torn-up state after the work Iis
lcompleted,: The drawing shows the
plant as It will be shortly after
the work 1s completed- and the
